T h e m ay o r h a s about 
thirty-five tu rk ey s left’ from W edn es­ 
d a y ’s sale, and in addition he will buy 
som e live chickens for the sale S a tu r­ 
day. 
W h en th e m ay or closed his stand s 
in th e city m a rk e t he had sold 1,035 
live turkeys, 171 dressed turkeys, fifty- 
four 
dozen 
dressed 
chickens, 
280 
geese, ISO ducks and 300 live chickens, 
a total of 2,584 birds, th e sales ag g re­ 
gating $3,500. 
W hile th ese birds, of 
course, rep resen ted only a sm all part 
of th e total nu m b er consum ed in the 
city T hank sgivin g day, the m ayor be­ 
lieves th e sale had th e effect of b eat­ 
ing down retail prices to a point w here 
practically every fam ily in the city 
could afford a turkey, chicken, duck or 
goose on the d in n er table. 
“T h ere is no doubt,” said the mayor, 
“th a t this sale enabled the producer to 
get a little m ore for his poultry th an 
he would 
have 
received 
otherw ise, 
w hile it also enabled th e consum ers to 
obtain poultry 'ut m uch low er prices. 
B ut for the sale th e re is no doubt th a t 
live turk ey s would have sold a t 22 to 
24 cents a pound and dressed tu rk e y s 
a t 27 to 30 cents a pound.” 
D uring the sale Dr. Sollis R unnels 
asked the m ay o r for the largest tu rkey 
In th e lot. 
The m ayor found one 
w eighing thirty-five pounds and s ta rt­ 
ed to tie it up. 
“No," said Dr. Runnels, “you ju st 
keep that.

D EALERS COOL THEM WITH ICE 


ll. E. Barnard, chief chemist for 
the State board of health, has in- 
s trad ed his ti aid mea to look out for 
watered oysters. 
The greatest dif­ 
ficulty experienced by the field men is 
to collate! the dealers to quit cooling 
the oyster- by placing chutfk- of ice 
on them. 
Containers so made that ice may 
be placed in an inner or outer com­ 
partment, not to touch the oysters, it 
is said, is the only proper way 
to 
keep the bivalves cold and prevent 
excessive watering. 
Chemists in the 
laboratory say the water from the 
melting ice will increase the percent­ 
age of water in an oyster to 20 |»er 
cent, which 
means 
an 
additional 
profit, when oysters are selling af 20 
cents a pint, of 30 cents 
a gallon. 
The inspectors do not file affidavits' 
where the percentage does not ran 
above IO or 11 per cent.

CHINESE TALK THINGS OVER 


W ith a View to Reaching Some Sort of 


a Basis For a Compromise, a Three- 


Days’ Truce Has Been Declared and 


Chinese Leaders W ill Enter Into a 


Conference Seeking Some W ay Out 


of the Disastrous W ar. 


San Francisco, Dec. I.—The entire 
Pacific fleet has been ordered to pro­ 
ceed 
with 
all 
haste 
to 
Shanghai. 
American marines have been sent to 
Peking from both Tientsin and Shang­ 
hai, and orders were issued for 1,500 
more troops to sail from Manila for 
Shanghai immediately. 
The Pacific 
fleet now is at Honolulu and will de­ 
part within twelve hours for China. 
It was authoritatively reported that 
England and Japan are planning to 
intervene in China. 


Peking, Dec. I.—Yuan Shih Kai tel­ 
egraphed to Hankow last night grant­ 
ing the request for a three days’ truce 
at Wuchang, having agreed to the 
arm istice on the following conditions: 
That the military preparations on both 
sides 
shall 
cease 
and 
that 
each 
force shall remain on its own ground 
without 
enlarging 
the 
number 
of 
troops, and that there shall be no en­ 
croaching on each other’s territory nor 
spying on warships at anchor. 
The 
agreement must be signed in the pres­ 
ence of the British consul. 
The truce 
Is due to the mediation of Sir John 
Jordan, the British minister at Peking. 
W hile it is premature to talk of the 
capitulation of Wuchang, it is admit­ 
ted that the position of the rebels 
there is untenable. 
General Li Yuan 
Hung, the republican commander, is 
now conferring with the representa­ 
tives of eight provinces at Wuchang 
and during the truce he will try to 
ascertain th a views of other provinces 
and obtain an extension of the armis­ 
tice for a fortnight, during which the 
Wuchang delegates will go to Shang­ 
hai to meet other provincial delegates 
and the representatives of Yuan Shih 
Kai. 
The full conference will then 
discuss the character of the future 
government of China. 
Yuan Shih Kai believes that the 
dissensions in the rebel ranks which 
caused the collapse at Hanyang and 
Wuchang is growing and is confident 
that his policy of conciliation will pre­ 
vail. The situation at Peking is chang­ 
ing. The number of Manchu troops is 
being reduced and that of Chinese sol­ 
diers increased. 
The captutre of Nanking by the rev­ 
olutionists has not been reported. The 
latest news is that the rebel attacks 
on the Taiping and Chaoyang gates 
were repulsed with severe losses to 
the republican troops. 
The efforts of 
the sappers to dynamite the walls also 
failed. 
At last accounts the bombard­ 
ment was still going on.

nies has agreed to assume the work of 
raising the money.

STEAMER UNABLE TO 


RIDE OUT THE STORM 


The Raleigh Goes On the Rocks 


Near Buffalo. 


Buffalo, N. Y„ Dec. I.—Late yester- 
day afternoon, at Port Colborne, about 
fifteen miles up the lake on the Cana­ 
dian shore, the steamer Raleigh was 
blown on the rocks. 
Nine of the 
tw elve men aboard are safe. A sailor 
and the woman cook were drowned 
and the engineer, W illiam Pilchard of 
Cleveland, is still on the ship. 
The 
boat is now’ breaking up. 
The Raleigh is a wooden steamer, 
about 270 feet long, and was carrying 
a cargo of pulp wood from Port Col­ 
borne to Erie across the lake. 
She 
left the Canadian end of the Welland 
canal about G o’clock Wednesday night 
and 
ran 
into 
a 
fierce 
sou’wester. 
Shortly after midnight she lost her 
rudder, and until late yesterday after­ 
noon Captain Betivaise of Cleveland 
fought a gallant battle for his craft, 
his only hope of safety being to ride 
out the storm in mid-lake. 
However, 
his engine room was flooded and he 
put about and 
ran 
ashore, 
taking 
ground about six miles above Port Col­ 
borne. 
The crew took to the boats 
and a man and the woman cook were 
drowned. 
It is not known why the en­ 
gineer was not taken ashore. 


TWO K IL L E D 


When Acetylene Gas Tank Let Go in 


Farmhouse Near Mattoon. 
Mattoon, 111., Dec. 
I.—The $7,000 
farmhouse of J. M. Hinton, located 
eight miles northwest of Mattoon, was 
totally wrecked, two of the family in­ 
stantly killed and four others serious­ 
ly injured by a gas explosion just as 
the family finished their Thanksgiving 
dinner. Hinton had just left the house 
with his gun to go hunting, and was 
the only one who escaped injury. Mrs. 
Rachel Gerhart, seventy years old, 
Hinton’s 
aunt, 
and 
his six-year-old 
daughter, Evelyn, are the dead. 
Mrs. 
Hinton is said to be fatally injured, 
and Miss Bernardine, eighteen; Cecil, 
fourteen, and Genevieve, ten, are seri­ 
ously injured. 
The explosion was caused by escap­ 
ing gas from an acetylene gas gener­ 
ator in the baseemnt. 


London, Dec. I.—For the moment 
the crisis in Persia displaces interest 
in other foreign crises and Is creating 
among other things a fear of the dis­ 
turbance of the agreement of 1907, 
which harmonized the long standing 
and somewhat dangerous clash of in­ 
terests of Russia and England and 
which was consequently received with 
general relief in this country. 
This 
fear overshadows to a great extent 
the question of Persia’s independence, 
w’hich is probably much more serious­ 
ly menaced. 
The latter, however, is 
not wholly overlooked and the radical 
press points out that if the latest Rus­ 
sian ultimatum is complied with Great 
Britain wijl be helping to compass the 
ruin of Persia’s freedom. 
A third dan­ 
ger is the conterminous frontier of 
Russia and England. 
Noteworthy editorials of all shades 
lay a large part of the blame for the 
trouble on W. Morgan Shuster, the 
American treasurer-general. 
AU rec­ 
ognize his ability and well intentioned 
zeal, but complain that he has allowed I 
his zeal to outrun his discretion and 
has wholly failed to recognize the 
Russo-British agreement. 
His persist­ 
ence in appointing Englishmen, one of 
whom is notoriously anti-Russian, to 
posts within the Russian sphere of in­ 
fluence, 
notwithstanding 
the 
disap­ 
proval of the British, wras one of the 
points which Sir Edw’ard Grey made 
against him in the house of commons 
and is emphatically condemned by the 
press.

The view held here is that how’ever 
well intentioned Mr. Shuster may be, 
he has mixed up finance and ixrlitics 
and has allowed the Persian politicians 
to exploit him for the purpose of pro­ 
moting the hopeless design of freeing 
northern Persia from Russian control. 
Russia's demand for Mr. Shuster’s re­ 
moval does not occasion surprise or 
opposition. 
The Tory Post, which is 
always a severe critic of America and 
Americans, describes Mr. Shuster as 
possessed of that aggressive, self-as­ 
sertive spirit which is too often char­ 
acteristic of the untraveled citizen of 
the United States. 
It lays the whole 
blame for bringing he ultimatum to 
Persia to his reckless procedure which 
the paper says has proved him to be 
unfitted for the task allotted to him.

Arguments Against Validity of Illinois 


Civil Service Law. 
Springfield, 
Bl., 
Dec. 
I.—The an­ 
swer of the relators in the case of the 
people ex reb Gullet, Peak and- Wil­ 
liams, clerks in the office of the sec­ 
retary of state vs. James S. McCul­ 
lough, state auditor, in .which the val­ 
idity of the state civil service law is 
attacked, has been filed in the supreme 
court. 
There are three main points 
upon which the merit law is attacked, 
viz: 
“The civil service act takes from 
the executive state officers the power 
to appoint persons to assist them in 
the discharge of their duties of office 
and restricts them in the discharge of 
their duties. 
“Constitutional grants of power to 
executive and judicial departments im­ 
ply a limitation upon the power of the 
legislature. 
“The legislature is without power to 
imjHise a civil service law upon execu­ 
tive state officers created by the con­ 
stitution.”
